An Act to provide for the acquisition and transfer of the undertakings 

of Hindustan Tractors Limited , Vishwamitri, Vadodara , for the 
purpose of ensuring the continuity of production of goods which 
are vital to meet the needs of the general public and for matters 
connected therewith or incidental thereto . 


WHEREAS Hindustan Tractors Limited , Vishwamitri, Vadodara , are 
engaged in the manufacture and distribution of tractors which are 
vital to meet the needs of the general public ; 

AND WHEREAS the management of the undertakings of Hindustan 
Tractors Limited was conducted in a manner highly detrimental to the 
public interest and had suffered heavy losses ; 

AND WHEREAS the management of the undertakings of Hindustan 
tors Limited was taken over by the Central Government under section 18A 
of the Industries (Development and Regulation ) Act, 1951 ; 

AND WEIEREAS it is necessary to acquire the undertakings of Hindustan 
Tractors Limited to ensure the continuance of the production of goods 
which are vital to meet the necds of the general public ;

1 . (1 ) This Act may be called the Hindustan Tractors Limited (Acqui 
sition and Transfer of Undertakings ) Act, 1978 . 

( 2) It shall come into force on the 1st day of April , 1978 . 
2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires - 

(a ) " appointed day ” means the 1st day of April , 1978 ; 

(6 ) " Authorised Controller" means the Gujarat Agro Industries 
Corporation Limited , Ahmedabad , which took over the management 
of the undertakings of the Company by virtue of the Order of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Industrial Development No.

(f) " Custodian " means the Custodian appointed under sub - sec 
tion (3 ) of section 10 to take over, or carry on , the management of 
the undertakings of the Company ; 

( 9) " date of taking over” means the date on which the manage 
ment of the undertakings of the Company was taken over by the 
Authorised Controller ; 

(h ) "Government company " has the meaning assigned to it by 
section 617 of the Companies Act, 1956 ; 

(i) " notification " means a notification published in the Official 
Gazette ;

CHAPTER II 
ACQUISITION AND TRANSFER OF THE UNDERTAKINGS OF THE COMPANY 

3. On the appointed day , the undertakings of the Company, and the 
right, title and interest of the Company in relation to its undertakings , 
shall, by virtue of this Act, stand transferred to , and shall vest in , the 
Central Government.

4. (1 ) The undertakings of the Company referred to in section 3 shall 
be deemed to include all assets, rights, lease-holds, powers, authorities 
and privileges, and all property, movable and immovable , including 
lands, buildings , workshops, stores, instruments, machinery and equip 
ment, bank balances, cash balances, cash on hand , reserve funds, invest 
ments and book debts and all other rights and interests in , or arising out 
of, such property as were immediately before the appointed day in the 
ownership , possession , power or control of the Company, whether within 
or outside India , and all books of account, registers and all other docu 
ments of whatever nature relating thereto and shall be deemed to include 
the liabilities and obligations specified in sub -section (2 ) of section 5 . 

(2 ) All property as aforesaid which have vested in the Central Gov 
ernment under section 3 shall, by force of such vesting, be freed and 
discharged from any trust , obligation , mortgage, charge , lien and all other 
encumbrances affecting them , and any attachment, injunction , decree 
or order of any court , tribunal, officer or other authority restricting the 
use of such property in any inner shall be deemed to have been with 
drawn. 


( 3 ) Where any licence or other instrument in relation to the under 
takings of the Company had been granted at any time before the ap 
pointed day , to the Company by the Central Government, a State Gov 
ernment or any other authority , the Central Government, the State 
Government of Gujarat or , as the case may be, the Government company 
in which the right, title and interest of the Company in relation to its 
undertakings have vested under section 7, shall , on and from the appointed 
day , be deemed to be substituted in such licence or other instrument in 
place of the Company referred to therein as if such licence or other ins 
trument had been granted to it and shall hold such licence or the under 
takings or any part thereof specified in such other instrument for the re 
mainder of the period for which the Company would have held such 
licence or undertakings or any part thereof under such other instrument, 
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(4 ) Every mortgagee of any property which has vested under this Act 
in the Central Government and every person holding any charge , lien 
or other interest in , or in relation to any such property , shall give, within 
such time and in such manner as may be prescribed , an intimation to the 
Commissioner of such mortgage , charge, lien or other interest. 


( 5 ) For the removal of doubts , it is hereby declared that the mort 
gagee of any property referred to in sub -section ( 4 ) or any other person 
holding any charge, lien or other interest in , or in relation to , any such 
property shall be entitled to claim , in accordance with his rights and 
interests, payment of the mortgage money or other dues , in whole or in 
part, out of the amounts specified in section 8 , and also out of the monies 
determined under section 9 , but no such mortgage , charge, lien or other 
interest shall be enforceable against any property which has vested in 
the Central Government.

( 3 ) Where, under the terms of any contract of service or otherwise , 
any person , whose services become transferred to the State Government, 
or the Government company, by reason of the provisions of this Act, is 
entitled to any arrears of salary or wages or any payment for any leave 
not availed of or any other payment, not being payment by way of gra 
tuity or pension , such person may , except to the extent of such liability 
which has been taken over by the Central Government or the State Gov

COMMISSIONER OF PAYMENTS 
16 . (1 ). The Central Government shall, for the purpose of disbursing 
the amounts payable to the Company under sections 8 and 9 , by notifica 
tion , appoint a Commissioner of Payments. 

(2 ) The Central Government may appoint such other persons as it 
may think fit to assist the Commissioner and thereupon the Commissioner 
may authorise one or more of such persons also to exercise all or any of 
the powers exercisable by him under this Act and different persons may 
be authorised to exercise different powers. 

(3 ) Any person authorised by the Commissioner to exercise any of

(2 ) Not less than fourteen days notice of the date so fixed shall be 
given by advertisement in one issue of a daily newspaper in the English 
language and in one issue of such daily newspaper in the regional lan 
guage as the Commissioner may consider suitable, and every such notice 
shall call upon the claimant to file the proof of his claim with the Com 
missioner within the time specified in the advertisement. 
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(3) Every claimant who fails to file the proof of his claim within the 
time specified by the Commissioner shall be excluded from the disburse 
ments made by the Commissioner .
